THE LOSS OF THI: ‘ICHANG.'. 

Tho following is tho finding of.a Nuvak 
Court.of Enquiry held iu regard to the loss 
of the Ichang :— i 

Tho Ichang waa a steam vessel of 1,983 
tonsa registered’ tonnage, official number 
68,475, built ab Glasgow in 1873 and be- 
louping to the port of Lundon, It appears 
from the evidence given before this Court 
that she sailed from Shanghai on or about 
the 11th November, 1891, bound for Ning- 
po with genoral cargo and a crew of 45 
banda, all told, as well as 242 passengers. 
Nothivg of importanes happened during 
the voyage to tho time of the ship striking 
on tho rocks, uit waa a run upon whieh 
tho ship was constantly -employed. The 
Ichang was lost'on the Nemesis Rock at 
tho entrance to the Nivgpo rivor, owing to 
a wrong course having been steered by. 
John Cruikshank Foster, master of the 
ship. The Court, having regard to the cir- 
cumstances abore 
lows -— 

That the mastor, Joho Cruikshank Foster, 
was not justified in nut correctly ascertain= 
‘ng by compass bearings the exact distanoo 
of the ship from the Squaro Island light. 
That the course he steered from the time 
the light was abeam was one to take the 
ship tuo close to the’Nemesis Rock. That 
ho did not make evfiicignt- allowance for 
the atrony tide that was setting the ship on 
to the danger, more especially having regard 
to the woll known bad steering qualities of 
the vossel. The night was fue und all tho 
leading marke were perfectly visible, and 
the light on Square Lsluud, if properly 
watched, would have been 4 sure indication 
that the ship was running into danger. 
That the Court sees no ground for bluming 
the conduét of any of the other officers or 
members of the crow. That tho craw ap- 
pear to have conducted themselves properly 
and.taken the necessary steps to lund pas- 
sungers. That tie propor discipline appears 
to have maintained. 

‘The Court, in pureuance of the powers 
vested in it by see’ 24, 25 and 26. Vict., 
cap. 63, therofore orders that a copy of the 
statement of the case upon. which the in- 
vestigation was-ordered having been far- 
nished to the said John Cruikshank Noster 
before tha investigation, his certificate of 
competency usextra master, official number 
04,862, dated Sth “November, 1881, be 
suspended for a period of six calendar months 
frum this date. The. Court recommenda 
that a cerrificate ae first mate be issuod to 
the said John Cruikehank Foster poading 
the return of his extra, master's cortificate.
